SAVED FROM THE LUSITANIA 


Memories of the sinking of the 
Lusitania were awakened with live- 
ly interest by Mr. Eric Williams in 
his lecture “Saved,” which was 
given at the United Church on Mon- 
day night, under the auspices of the 
choir. 
out of the band of Welsh singers who 
had been touring the United States 
and were bound for home on this 
most wonderful and presumably un- 
sinkable ship. The war had been go- 
ing on for ablout nine months when 
a@ submarine torpedo struck the Lus- 
itania amidships and she sank with- 
in 18 minutes. Having had on board 
115 United. States citizens who per- 
ished, unjustly, through this act was 
a decisive event that led to the Unit- 
ed States entering the Great War as 
one of the Allied Powers. Without 
playing up unduly the sad and grue- 
some scenes, Mr. Williams made his 
audience realize something of the 
weird and unhappy and tragic  pas- 
sions that seethed in the souls of 
passengers and crew. His quiet, mel- 
odious voice used with such simplic- 
ity and fluency in recital made- all 
hearers shudder as well as listen to 
an informative story wrung from the 
heart of one who had been saved.

Right from the opening day of the 
Alberta Legislature the Liberal 
benches gave every indication that 
this is to be a fighting session. It is 
already evident that Mr. Webster and 
his followers will battle every imch 
of ground to prevent any additional 
taxation being levied on the should- 
ers of what Mr. Howson described as 
an “already overburdened people.” 

The chief attacks on the govern- 
ment came from W. R. Howson, Lib- 
eral, and D. M. Duggan, Conservative. 
‘Bven Fred J. White, Labor, Calgary, 
took them to task for their failure 
to deal with the unemployed problem 
in an up-todate fashion. 

Mr. Howson began his assault after 
G. A. Forster, U.F.A., Hand Hills, in 
moving the adoption of the speech 
from the throne, had taken taken a 
verbal trip around the world, put- 
ting into every conceivable political 
harbor, but failing to come to anchor 
at any particular spot. 

He was followed by Donald Mac- 
leod, U.F.A., Stony Plain, who sec- 
onded the motion. In his speech he 
went far off the beaten track of 
government policy, delivering a so 
cialistic attack on what he called the 
present “profit pyramiding system.” 

Then Mr. Howson flung down the

speech. With telling force he banged 
home his arguments and held the at- 
tention of the house from start to 
finish. He charged the government 
with wanton extravagance and hope.-. 
less incompetence at a time when 
they knew that economy = should 
have been the watchword. He _ ac- 
cused them of slighting any sugeges- 
tions that came from the Opposition 
only to adopt them when their ex- 
pediency became even more obvious. 

He accused them of appointing a 
man to negotiate a financial agree- 
ment for the province when the work 
should have been done by the provin- 
cial treasurer or his deputy. The gov- 
ernment appointee, he declared, hed: 
never made a success of any under 
taking with which he had been con-. 
nected. 

One after the other he. prodent oat 
his points with telling effect while 
the Liberal benches applauded. He 
concluded. by moving his. amendment,

‘The vote was taken, and it was” ae 
feated by 87 to 19. The government 
benches were obviously surprised 
when they saw the Conservatives and 
Independents rise to support Mr. 
Howson’s amendments. 

Having been taken by surprise the 
government put up their pinch hit- 
ter Hon. Perren Baker, minister of 
Exiucation, to reply. This he did in 
a long rambling speech, devoted for 
the most part to a defence of the 
government's Hducation policy. 

He accused Mr. Howson of making 
wild statements and said his accusa- 
tions were not supported by facts. 
This was not good politics he de- 
clared. He proceeded to give what 
he called examples of Mr. Howson’s 
inaccuraces and intimated that he 
would have more to say at a later 
date. 

The following day the Conserva- 
tives opened fire on the government. 
Mr. Duggan in a well delivered 
speech, reviewed the shortcmings of 
the ministry in no uncertain fashion. 

He too accused them of extrava- 
gance. He claimed that any govern- 
ment should have been foresighted 
enough to have seen the crisis that 
was approaching. They had been 
warned time after time, he said, 
from the Opposition benches. But 
they had ignored any suggestions 
from that side of the house. 

Now in their eagerness to effect 
economies they were stealing the 
thunder of the Opposition. The Con- 
servatives had suggested the policing 
of the province by the R.C.M.P. but 
were negatived. Now the government 
was doing that very thing. Had they 
adopted the suggestion when first 
mooted the province would by now 
have saved nearly a million dollars. 

He concluded by moving his vote 
of want of confidence. This was in 
turn defeated, but before the vote 
was taken, Premier Brownlee  sug- 
gested the amendment was out of or 
@er as it was practically the same 
thing moved by Mr. Howson the day 
before. The Speaker, however, neg- 


atived Mr. Brownlee’s suggestion. 


Mr. Duggan was followed by Fred 
J. White, Labor, Calgary, who mildly 
castigated the government for their 
failure to deal with the unemploy- 
ment problem in an uptodate man- 
ner. He suggested it was time for 
the government to go more and more 
into business: @ means of raist 
revenue and inBtanced the insurance 
business and the power projects as’ 
@ means to that end. 

In a two hour speech Premier 
Brownlee electrified the house with 
his fluency. He made no attempt to 
go into detail with regard to the 
charges of the opposition contenting 
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CROW EXPERIMENTS... 
PROVE INTERESTING 


The experiments which have been 
conducted by Dr. Wm.;Rowan of the 
Departmen of Zoology: of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta on the migratory 
instinct of crows, have exeited a wide 
interest not only in \Canada and the 
United States, but in all: parts of the 
world where men are searching for 
the hidden truths of nature. 

Early in November 360 crows 
which Dr. Rowan had had under 
treatment for a period of two months, 
were taken by aeroplane, ae releas- 
ed at Hackett, Alberta. 

After the release of. the: birds the 
co-operation of all’ “citizens ~was 
sought in shooting them and return- 
ing them to the- University, Since 
the date of release crows have, been 
returned from  widcly,; separated 
points in Alberta and some:from. the 
United States and it is“ very gratify- 
ing that in the large majority of 
cases the different groups have act- 
ed exactly in the manner in’ which 
they were expected .to act. Some 
birds have gone south, others have 
wandered around, some have remain- 
ed stationary, and others ‘thave flown 
northwards. 

The birds that were “expected to 
fly north had their tails painted yel 
low and particular interest is at- 
tached to this group. _So-far 40 per 
cent of the yellow tailéa@birds have 
been shot and returned, while many 
others have been reported as_ being 
seen, the latest report coming this 
week from Dunvegan. 


The line of flight of the north- 
bound birds would take them in a 
line northwest from Hackett, through 
Alix and Ponoka and on towards 
Edson. Several birds were shot in 
the vicinity of Alix, but not a single 
bird has been reported west of the 
Cc, & EB. Line. This is strange be- 
cause wild crows are distributed all 
over Alberta and if careful observa- 
tion had been made some of these 
might have been shot. .-To date six- 
teen wild crows have beén shot and 
sent in. All of these were abnormal 
which accounts for their‘not migrat- 
ing in the proper season: People in 
the districts west of Lacombe, Pono- 
ka, Wetaskiwin and Buck Lake are 
particularly asked to keep an eye 
open for crows’ of any, description 
and to shoot them and’send them in 
to the University of Alberta.

himself with a blanket denial of their 
allegations. He contended that no 
government could have foreseen the 
seriousness that had arisen through- 
out the world. For what course his 
administration had taken he had no 
apologies to make and no alibi to of- 
fer. 

He suggested that the Prime Minis- 
ter of Canada should call a confer- 
ence of the Dominion in order to de- 
vise some new scheme of unemploy- 
ment relief, particularly as it affect- 
ed single men. 

He urged the continuance of the 
five cent wheat bonus and thought 
it probable that it might be necess- 
ary to bonus the export of hogs and 
bacon. He denied responsibility of 
the government in the administration 
of canteen funds and made an appeal 
to the mortigage companies for a 
more generous treament of their debt- 
ors. 

Mr. Brownlee made it quite clear 
that as far as he was concerned there 
would ibe no moratorium in Alberta. 
Whatever the government intended 
with regard to a provincial income 
tax would be made clear when the 
budget was brought down. 

The Prime Minister suggested an- 
other conference in order to devise an. 
improved scheme of rural credits and 
concluded with the hope that when 
the house next met it would be un- 
der happier auspices.

BORN CRIMINALS 


(By Dr. H. EB. Smith, University of 

Alberta) 

There arent’ any! says Dr. W. A. 
Healy in substance, after making a 
careful examination of the life his- 
tories of ong thousand delinquents 
who came as repeated offenders be- 
fore the Juvenile Court in Chicago. 
Healy makes his statement in these 
words; “There is no such thing as 
an anthropological criminal type.” 

If criminals are not born such, 
what then are the factors which 
cause them to [become criminalistic? 


Healy selected from the above- 
mentioned one thousand juvenile of- 
fonders, those . ‘on, whom he had 
mands. .complete: history . ‘studies, full 
physical: and: ue ‘full ‘mental éxamina- 
tions, : ‘nd, attempt 3d; in’ edi” case, 
to’ astertain -what®: wads tli¢ ‘main |: 
cause: of!: the crime. There were 
eight’ Hundred and twentythree of 
such: cases. He’ found that in four 
hundred: and . ‘fifty-five of the total 
eight hundred and ~ ‘twenty-three the 
major cause of ‘delinquency: was in 
the mental make-up of the offender, 
either the mind was weak (feeble- 
mindedness) or was unbalanced (ab- 
errational). These four hundred and 
fifty-five juveniles then were crimin- 
alistic because of mental abnormality 
which made it difficult for them to 
adjust themselves to the society in 
which they found themselves. One 
hundred and sixty-three of the juven- 
iles were delinquent because of the 
defective home conditions in which 
they had been living. Alcoholism on 
the part of one or both parents was 
the most prevalent cause of these 
defective home environments. In 
fifty-eight of the cases delinquency 
was attributed to mental complexes 
(perturbing mental anxieties about 
some important aspects of life). Im- 
proper sex experiences and abnormal 
physical condition was the causitive 
factor in eighty-six of the cases. Bad 
companionships led to crime in for- 
ty-four instances. Defective or un- 
satisfied interests was the major 
cause of delinquency in sixteen cases. 
In only one case was it impossible to 
ascertain the causitive factor. 


It is noteworthy that in all, save 
the last mentioned case of delinq- 
uency, Dr. Healy was able to pre- 
scribe treatment cf one type or an- 
other. The nature or the treatment 
varied greatly, from _ institutional 
care in the case of some types. of 
mental abnormalities to an enriching 
of the juvenile’s interests in cases 
where the interests of the child was 
not being satisfied. 

Dr. Healy does not attempt to est- 
imate what it would cost the state 
to prevent or cure all crime. Nor 
does he suggest that such a thing 
would be possible in practice. 

The significant fact is that crim- 
inalistic tendencies, like physical 
diseases, huve definite causes and 
are amenable to the proper treat- 
ment. Society meed not despair in 
the thought that a certain percent- 
age of its members are born crimin- 
als—they are not. 


Recommending the appointment of 
full-time, salaried game giiardians for 
better enforcing provisions of the 
Game Act, representatives of the Al- 
berta Fish and Game Association and 
the Northern Alberta Game and Fish 
Protective League met last week in 
Edmonton. with Hon. Géorge Hoad- 
ley, minister of agriculture. 

The committee drew attention of 
the minister to a resolution passed 
at the annual ccnvention.:of the Al- 
iberta Association in Calgary, Nov. 
20, asking the government to consid- 
er the immediate formation of an ad- 
visory committee composed of  ad- 
ministrative, scienfifiq,- sportsmen 
and - legislative reprenentatives in. 
the province. 

The minister’s attention was also 
drawn to the following — resolution 
passed at the convention: “That 
every person be required to have a 
license in his possession to hunt 
birds and big game, excepting only 
farmers, who would be. permitted 
to shoot game birds on their own 
land without a license.” The com- 
mittee recommended that a clause 
to this effect be printed in the new 
Game Act. 

It was also recommended that a 
summary of the game regulations, 
including the bag limit’for the year, 
be printed on the licenses, as _ had 
been the pactice in other years, ex- 
cepting 1931.

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we had better draw this roughly to 
scale, and before we actually start 
to plant, particularly shrubs, trees, 
vines grags “and other permanent ma- 
terial we should try to picture’ the 
mature results. A Spirea or any of 
the herbaceous perennials are very 
small affairs indeed when they ar- 
rive ~ from the store, ‘put ina few 
years they will take up a great deal 
more room. To avoid a-croéwded ap- 
pearance later on, allow - plenty of 
space now and, if’ necessary, fill in 
for the first season ‘or two -with 
showy annuals. Our . general plan 
for lay-outs of this kind and also an- 
nual flowers, should be informal, us 
ing clumps of the same variety and 
color rather than straight rows. In 
the foreground we will have our 
lawn, and farther back, flower jbeds 
with small plants, such as the spring 
bulbs, Alyssum, Lobelia or Nastur- 
tiums in front, larger flowers general- 
ly towards the rear, and finally 
shrubs and perhaps a tree or two. 
Walls may be partially screened with 
climbers, such as Boston Ivy, Vir- 
ginia Creeper or Roses. For veran- 
dahs, most people prefer those broad- 
leafed climbers such as the Dutch- 
man’s Pipe, although here again a 
climbing rose or a Clematis is attrac- 
tive. We can of course use annuals 
for this work, especially if we do not 
own tlie property or if it is new and 
we want to make a fair show the first 
year. You will find in your seed: cat- 
alogue an ample list of bush annuals, 
which resemble permanent shrubs, 
and also quick-growing climbers like 
the Scarlet Runner Bean or cultivat- 
ed Hops that will give good results. 
In trees, we must be careful to avoid 
those kinds which send out objection- 
able roots near the surface or which 
provide excessive shade as it is dif- 
ficult to garden or develop a lawn 
around these. In planning our vege- 
table garden we will, of course, ibe 
very, formal and use straight rows, 
preferably running north and south. 
If we have a tractor or a horse at our 
disposa! and plenty of land the rows 
will have-to be not less than thirty 
inches apart, but if our garden is on 


a smaller scale we can cut this dist-|, 


ance at least in two for those vege- 
tables like beets, spinach and beans, 
which are narrow and do not sprawl 
over the ground. Tomatoes, corn and 
members of the melon family, on the 
other hand, should have a yard be- 
tween rows. To save space ,we can 
alternate quick maturing things like 
radish, lettuce, spinach, with longer 
season or later planted vegetables. 
We may also introduce dovwble crop- 
ping, that is, radish lettuce and cress,

Isolation and quarantine are car- 
ried out to safeguard others, not 
merely to protect those who are quar- 
antined. The placard on the door is 
placed there as a warning to others, 


‘not for the protection of the inmates 


of the placarded house. 

Proper treatment of the case will 
lessen the chance of serious results. 
Neglect of the case, failure to under- 
stand that disease is always serious, 
lead to unnecessary pain and dam- 
ape, if not to fatal results.
